Mr. Abell recommended that the 
park be ased more; that signs be 
erected on roads leading into Get­ 
tysburg so that motorists might find 
it and use it; that the recreation 
plan should have more leadership 
and should make ave of other fa­ 
cilities, such as school building? and 
church social rooms. He recom­ 
mended more planning of adult pro­ 
grams. 
Speaking of youth programs. Mr. 
Abell said that "it has reached tile 
point where we must either extend 
the school period or supplement this 
formal program with an informal 
one so that there is more oppor­ 
tunity for youth to develop under 
guidance instead of running loose ” 
( lief Another Plan 
Mr. Abell described a plan in ase 
in some cities whereby the borough 
council sets up a “legal" recreation 
board, with an advisory board such 
a* the resent recreation association 
directors here, and with joint co­ 
operation between school and bor­ 
ough authorities in the financial set­ 
up. He said the state law provides 
that a 2-mill tax may be imposed 
for recreation. 
“The leisure time of the 7,000 per­ 
sons living in Gettysburg has be­ 
come not only big business, but an 
important business, and you should 
do something about it,” the speaker 
said.

WASHINGTON (F—Secretary of 
Defense Lovett says m ilitary pro­ 
duction will begin levelling off after 
next July and the arm ed forces 
m ay cut their requests for money 
in the coming fiscal year. 
Lovett said on Tuesday th at by 
fiscal 195*—the 12 months begin­ 
ning next July I — the armed serv­ 
ices will have enough of certain 
item s, and their production would 
be cut to a sustaining, or replace­ 
m ent, level. 
He did not say what these item s 
m ight be. He said their continued 
m anufacture would be adequate to 
keep production lines operating in 
factories, however. 
Lovett said he expects total m on­ 


ey requests for next year to be 
below the $46,590,605,482 plus 2'4 
billions for public works that was 
voted for the defense effort this 
fiscal year. 
Air Spending U p 
However, he told a news con­ 
ference th at the Air Force—the 
only one of the services to esti­ 
m ate next y e a r’s needs so far— 
has indicated it m ay need about 
the same am ount it received this 
year. 
Lovett indirectly answ ered con­ 
gressional criticism that m ilitary 
buying was lagging by reporting 
that by last June 30, spending for 
m ilitary equipm ent and construc­ 
tion was 6 6 time*! m ore than at 
the start of the Korean War. 
Lovett said the arm ed forces in 
the next fiscal year will m aintain 
about the sam e m anpower they 
now have—approxim ately 3,700,000.

The eye specialist take* out the 
clouded lens, and substitute* a little 
disc of a clear, pure plastic. 
The 
lightweight 
plastic 
almost 
floats in the eye, and the patient 
doesn't feel it there. It is held in 
place by the iris. which is a muscle 
and a membrane in back of the nor­ 
mal lens. The plastic lens does Hie 
same job. 
There is no distortion in vision, 
and no need for thick cataract spec­ 
tacles that magnify highly, Dr Rid­ 
ley said. The patient can move his 
eyes to see thing* at his side. He 
can see through the plastic lens as 
soon as bandages are removed

ON INSTALLMENT 


HARRISBURG I* — The State 
Corporations 
B u r e a u 
has 
ap­ 
proved the Incorporation of a Pitts­ 
burgh firm set up to sell funerals 
on the installment plan. 
Commonwealth Secretary Gene 
D. Smith said approval was given 
on the grounds that there Is nothing 
In the law* to bar Issuance of corpo­ 
ration papers to a firm who offers 
“ea«y term s” payable In advance 
for a funeral. 
The Pennsylvania Funeral Direc­ 
tors Association had opposed the 
application for Incorporation by the 
American 
Memorial 
Association, 
headed by William H 
Hogg. He 
operatea a cemetery in Allegheny 
County. 
At a June hearing Smith said he 
was concerned only whether the 
plan qualified under the corporate 
laws or whether It was a matter 
t for the insurance department. 
Hogg said at the time he and 
his associates intended to sell a 
one-price complete funeral for 1405 
on the installment plan. 
Pre-Arranged Price 
Under the arrangement, selected 
funeral directors would contract to 
furnish for a pre-arranged price. 
The funeral director would get $310 
plus 25 per cent of the interesting 
accruing on accounts he held; $30 
would go to a bank acting as repos­ 
itory for collection and insurance 
costa and his firm would keep $65. 
Should the subscriber desire a 
more expensive burial than provid­ 
ed in the contract, he could arrange 
for that direct with the undertaker. 
In the event the subscriber died 
before paying fully payments to 
provide full aervices would be in­ 
sured by an insurance company. 
The funeral directors association 
said burial services are “sacred! 
performances” and should not be 
associated with “high-pressure tac­ 
tics.” 


Acheson Asks Iran 
To Reconsider Offer 


WASHINGTON CP—Secretary of 
State Acheson publicly ha* appealed 
for Iranian Premier Mossadegh to 
reconsider his rejection to proposals 
made by Britain and the United 
States for settlement of the Iranian 
oil crisis.

He told a 
news conference that the three- 


point aettlement plan accepts na­ 
tionalization of the British-owned 
oil industry in Iran “ as a fact’* 
and concerns itself with the prob­ 
lem of working out compensation. 
The plan was put forward by 
President Truman and Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill Saturday. 
Mossadegh turned it down within 
a few hours after It was presented 
to him at Tehran. He has called 
a parliamentary session for Sept. 
IO to consider a formal reply.
